> T4s to the Amefican Montenegrings that 
the present crisis in the southeast of Eu- 
rope in connection with Montenegro and 
Albania is altnost wholly due. When the 
war-started last fall between Turkey and 
the Balkan aHies thousands of Montenegrine 
estabiiched in the United States sailed for 
home, either in response to summons from 
Cettinje, as reservists. or else of their own 
free will to fight for their native land and bent 
on the apture of Scutari (which should be 
pronotriced as Skootery) and on transforming 
it into their national capital. 

While devoted to their fatherland their 
loyalty to the reigning house of Montenegro 
‘was considerably cooled by their residence 
in America, where they had become steeped 
In republican doctrines and convinced of the 
superiority of the form of government in 
the United States to any monarchy. 

The long siege of Scutari, lasting so many 
months, served to convince them of the fn- 
capacity of King Nicholas and of his sons as 
military leaders, and at the same time af- 
forded them pienty. of leisure to conduct @ re- 
publican propaganda among the other troops 
associated with them in the siege of the be- 
leaguered city. 


Every hardship, every defeat, was laid at 


the door of the kine and of the princes, and if 


Scutari has just passed into the possession 
of the Montengrin troops in the absence of 
King Nicholas it has not been through any 

fought brilliant victory, but by means 
of a rather sordid transaction between Essad 
Pasha and the Montenegrin generals. 


King Nicholas fs pértectty aware of the dis- 


content of his army and of the extent to which 


his troops have become disiiusioned as to his. 
hitherto mueh vaunted qualities as a mili- 
tary leader. 

He realizes that if he yields to the powers 
and is forced to abandon Scutari, either to 
Austria or to the projected new kingdom of 
Albania, he will assurédly be deposed, bis 
dynasty overthrown and a republic pro- 
aimed at Cettinje. 

That is why he has been resisting the de- 
mands of the great powers in general, and of 
Austtia in particular, with all the energy of 
desperation. 

He foresees that he will have to give way. 
Rut he declares that if he is obliged to yield he 
wil) abdicate not in favor of his sons but in 
favor of King Peter of Servia, who is his son- 
Indaw; thereby adding his own dominions of 
the Black mountain to the kingdom of Servia.

Is There a State Betiveen Life and Death? 


May 1.—[{Special, }— 
eent invéstigations in the histological 
and’ psychological laboratory of the 
Johne Hopkins medical school strong 
indicate a third state, intermediate be- | 

tween life and death, whith apparently com- 

prisés the principles of both. 

The fact that life in various and many or- 
ganisms may be suspended by freezing in liquid 
aif and by other processes, and the. possibility 
of fesuscitating these organisms after a period 
of several weeks or even months gives color 
to the theory. 

The experiments at the Johns Hopkins lab- 
-oratory have shown there is a state, known as 
“jatent life.” in which the organisms, having 
every appearance of being lifeless; nevertheless 
once egain manifest vital characteristics. 

—~_- 

Recently some interesting and successful ef- 
forts were made in the medical school to revive 
the apparently dead heart of the animal. They 
were explained by Dr. Alexis Carrell, wlio re- 
cently lectured before the students. 

In about half the tests the heart of a chicken 
took on renewed energy several hours after 
death. Immediately after death the heart was 
frozen and preserved. A few hours tater it was 
résuscitated by massage. 

Bacteria, the lowdst plant organisms, have 
ehormous powers of resisting conditions that 
tend to death. 

Bacteria of various diseases are seen in the

laboratory frozen at a temperature of liquid air 


of 360 degrees Fahrenheit. They do-not dle, as 
a rule, and-often survive so extremely drastic 
a procedure as this and =.retain their specific 
vital pathogenic characteristics, 

There are instances where such ‘céld blooded 


animals as frogs and rats, snails, and even fish, 
have their lives suspended by this freezing proo- 
ess, and yet, on being “thawed out” after a 


period of weeks, revive most actively.

These animals re perfectly narmal when 
placed in a refrigerating jar just large enough 
to hold one animal. The jar is filled with liquid 
air-at a certain temperature and after a short 
time the ahimals eppear lifeleas. 

A month later they are removed and, on being 


masdaged, show reigns of life, often reviving 


completely. 
From these 
that after death life can be. restored, but in 
many instances where life is thought to be ex- 
tinct it is only masked, and it remains for the 
scientists to discover through experiment 


whether they are dealing with death itself or 


with latent life.

As stated by one of the investigators, who | 


is deeply interested in the work, in the warm 
blooded animals, even in man himself, one does 
not find such extreme instancés of suppression 
of vitality as in the case of the lower organ- 
isms, creatures with more sluggish and there- 
fore less easily deranged metabolism. Hence 
the theories are not yet applied to humanity. 

The interesting inferen@: from all these cases 
of latent life or suspended animation is that, 
though vitality cannot be said to have vanished, 
yet the organism during all that time is not 
taking food, oxygen, or water, and is not giv- 
ing out carbon dioxide or water or other chem- 
ical results of life. It is not movi of its own 
volition, and in the higher animale both the 
cardiac and grep crm activities are in abey- 
ance.

Roads Plan General Advance. 

“Tt has been clearly brought out during 
récent yoars, and particularly in the numer- 
ous complaints filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission, that the relation of rates 
between localities is of much greater im- 
portance to tha bhipping public than the ac- 
tual rate per se: With this in mind, the car- 
riers now hope to obtain the consent of the 
commission for an advance of 5 per cent on 
freight of all character. It is believed such 
ah advance, if granted, will create little, if 
any, disturbance in commercial conditions. 

“The railway executives feel that the 
changed conditions which have come about 
have #o narrowed the margin between in- 
come and outgo that a 10 per cent inérease 
of all freight tariffs would bejustified. They 
recognize, however, the importance of ob- 
taining the necessary revenue tn such a way 
as to cause the least possible disturbance of 
commercial conditions, and on that account 
feel that it wowld be better to ask for an in- 
crease of 5 per cent only at this time. 


Weed Money for Improvements. 

“ Since the previous hearing the railroads 
generally have expende® large sums for 
equipment: and additional facilities, and 
while there bas: Seba s@me-response in the 
way. of Jnerenend. give *reventies, the sur- 
plus income after paying charges and divi- 
dends has been so narrow as to not encour- 
age the further expenditure required to keep 
the ratiroads abreast with the growing de- 
mand of the business of the country. Nee- 
essary extensions and improvements should 
be made and the treatment of railroads by 
the public should be such as will. inspire 
that confidence in the investing public neces- 
sary to obtain the funds for euch additions. 

“Unleas the carriers. are enabled te in- 
creage their revenue in some manner—and 
the plan above proposed sedms *‘MRely to 
meet with less opposition than “any other— 
their ability, already limited, to provife such 
additional equipment and facilities, as will be 
necessary to take care of the growing dé- 
mands of the country will be eeriously im- 


pajred.”’

U. $. $30,000,000 IN 16 YEARS 


Secretary McAdoo Says Average Gov- 
ernment Balances Could - Have 
Drawn That Amouzt at - Per Cent. 


Washington, D. C., May. 1~{ Special. }—If 
the National bagks had paid interest at <he 
rate of 2 per cent on their average govern- 
ment balances for the last sixteen years the 
treasury would have been enriched by §30,- 
610,381. This was the statement made téday 
by Secretafy of thé Treasury McAdoo in 
connection with numerous appeals from ne- 
tional banks for an additional share of the 
$10,000,000 which soon will be deposited by 
the treasury in the banks. 

The largest amount of govérnment money 
on deposit with the banks at any one time 
during the last sixteen years was in Decem- 
ber, 1907, when the total reached $250, 904,000. 

Within a few days the treasury department 
will formally advise the banks of the plan 
to charge 2 per cent interest on government 
deposits ‘and will: then make arrangements 
to distribute the $10,000,000.
